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Brief History of Newark. 


f T IS PROPER, as well as essential to public weal, that at stated periods some publication should be 
devoted to showing what our city has accomplished, what it is doing and what it has in prospect in 
material welfare. Mercantile and manufacturing industries are slowly, but surely opening to a new 
day of prosperity, if not impeded by Injudicious national legislation. 

Newark, as a city of fully 18,000 inhabitants, has suffered greatly, but yet, far less than many cities 
of its class in other sections of the country by the late financial depression; and whatever promises to 
attract attention and centeralize laudable interests, give employment to the unemployed, promoting manu¬ 
facture and trade, must insure to the welfare of our city and give increased consumption and demand for 
the products of the rich agricultural country surrounding us; 

BRIEF RETROSPECT. 

Prior to 1773 very few persons of Anglo Saxon or Caucasian ancestry had ever set feet upon the ter¬ 
ritory now embraced in this section of the State. Among the early settlers were Rev. David Jones, a 
Baptist minister. In the year 1800 there came Benjamin Green, Richard Pitzer, Capt. Samuel Elliott and 
others. Isaac Stadden was the first civil officer elected in the county; January, 1802 he was elected Justice 
of the Peace of Licking township, then Fairfield county. He subsequently became the first Sheriff of 
Licking county (1808). 

Rapidly civilization drove back the aborigines and occupied the territory marked by the rugged savage 
looking with wonder upon the landmarks of a pre historic race, whose mounds, temples, and undecipher¬ 
able hieroglyphics must always make this place one of interest to admirers of archaeological phenomena. 

The town of Newark was laid out in 1802, by Wm. C. Achenck, J. N. Cunningham and J. Burnett, 
but the county was not organized until 1808, at which time this place became the county seat. The fol¬ 
lowing were the first judicial and county officers: President Judge of Common Pleas Court, Wm. Wilson; 
Associate Judges, Alex Holmes, Timothy Rose and James Taylor; Clerk of Court, Samuel Bancroft; 
Sheriff, John Stadden ; Treasurer, Elias Gilman ; Commissioners, A. Wilson, Elias Wells and Isaac Wells; 
Collector of Taxes, John Stadden; Commissioners’ Clerk, Elias Gilman. 

In 1820 Lock port was laid out by James Holmes and C. W. Searle and was at one time a flourishing 
boat building village one mile west of this city, now swallowed up, and corporate limits of Newark extend¬ 
ing beyond its prescribed bounds. 

In 1810 the population of this county was 3,852 and that of Newark 200. In 1840 Newark contained 
2,705 inhabitants; in i860, 4,675; in 1880, 9,600; in 1890, 14,270. Since that time it has continued to 
grow and without exaggeration may now claim a population of 18,000. 

Wnat is presentee here in the way o! manufacture, mercantile, mechanic pursuits and business enter¬ 
prises we notice elsewhere, with Memorial and other buildings with which this work is illustrated.

I&ITKMORIAL TEMPLE.—The excellent cut of this btiild- 
fi|[ mg, on the first page of the cover, which was made 
A for the American Newspaper and Joh Printing estab¬ 
lishment of this city, gives so perfect, a view of the style of 
architecture of this building that \vc need not add to the 
description given below. 

For centuries this structure will remain the pride of our 
citizens and reflect honor upon its projectors. Though secured 
through bitter opposition on the part of those who are al¬ 
ways ready to impede the wheels of progress, and those 
whose personal interests were not in consonance with the 
location selected, it now stands completed, a monument and 
memorial of our patriotic soldiers; a credit to its promoters 
and commands the admiration of our city and Newark town¬ 
ship. It is estimated, that during the late Civil War, the 
number of enlistments from this county approximated .“>,000; 
many died upon the held of battle, or while in the service, 
while each year has added to sacred mounds in our ceme¬ 
teries. Elsewhere will he found notices of the G. A. R. and 
the V. V. 1.. and auxiliaries. Ry consent of the State Legis¬ 
lature, a vote was taken in IS'.M. by the citizens of the city 
and township upon the proposition to levy a tax of $'>0,000 
for the the erection of a memorial building, which was car¬ 
ried in its favor and and the following trustees were appointed 
by the Court of Common Pleas for 1801 : For 7 years, Jona¬ 
than Rees; for 6 years, L. P. Schaus; for 5 years,,). R. Davies: 
lor 4 years, Samuel C. Hamilton: for 3 years, W. S. Thacker: 
for '2 years, John Hiser; for 1 year, Richard Schide. Mr. 
Thacker subsequently resigned and Mr. W. A. Lovett ap¬ 
pointed to fill his unexpiredtime. At the expiration of Mr. 
Riser’s time he was re-appointed. In 1803 Judge Samuel M. 
Hunter succeeded Richard Shide and in 1804 John David 
Jones succeeded W. A. Lovett. 

The corner stone of the Memorial building was laid J line 
11, 1801. and the site chosen near the north-east corner of 
the Public Square on Second street. It may be justly said 
that excellent judgment and financial ability have been 
brought into requisition by the trustees, not only in the selec¬ 
tion of location where the building promises to become self- 
sustaining. hut also in letting of contracts to parties who 
would faithfully execute their work. The best material lias 
been secured, and, as an evidence of the solidity of this 
structure we notice the fact that the building rests upon a 
sub-base of massive stone five feet in thickness. The base¬ 
ment walls and partition waits are 2.’ feet in thickness; the 
first story 21 inches, the second Is inches and the third story 
13 inches in thickness. 

The interior wood work, which was executed by Mr. 
Samuel Woolway, as sub contractor, shows artistic, taste in 
design, skillful execution and promised durability; the finish 
being of quarter-sawed oak, natural wood. 

This edifice is 7~>x 1D8 feet iu dimensions and three stories 
besides basement, in height. The basement utilizes the best 
known system lor steam heating, and so perfectly devised in 
tour different systems, that the east, west, north or south 
portions may he shut off. Resides rooms in the basement 
(which extends under the entire structure) we notice “bill 
posters,” room 12x14 feet; “ballet girls,” dressing room K>x8U 
feet: “supers, ’ dressing or musicians’ room 10x30 feet; di¬ 
rectly under stage, connecting with stage and orchestra, is a 
room about 30 feet square for stage trappings; south of which 
is the property room, 10x20 feet in size. 

Ascending private starway to rooms connecting with the 
stage, there are two tiers of dressing rooms, six in each tier, 
provided with perfect lavatory accommodations. The stage 
covers a floor space of 2,704 square feet, including a space 
10x10 feet for shifting stage scenery. Everything here is ar¬ 
ranged in modern methods for convenience and efficiency, 
with switch board for shutting off or regulating both gas and 
electric lights. 3 he distance trotn stage to rigging loft is r>8 
feet, and upon both north and south sides two balconies, des¬ 
ignated “ tty lotts,” for stage requirements. 

I he auditorium is constructed upon the the most ap¬ 
proved modern style and is one of the most perfectly devised 
br t> nervation and acoustics, as well as iu arrangement of 
lights, seating and beauty of ornamentation. The first floor, 
orchestra seats and circle will have a seating capacity of 853; 
the second and third galleries (the upper one extending over 
rooms and hallway on second floor) will seat about 500 while 
the private boxes will seat 30 persons. 


The trustees have secured the noiseless automatic opera 
chairs which are twenty-two inches wide and have a patent 
spring, upholstered seats in best quality of old gold plush, 
arid every casting is finished in cream enamel and gold. 

FROM THE FRONT 

of the building we start through the grand court, on either 
side of which are two fine business rooms 20x00 feet in 
dimensions and connected with basement in the rear. The 
main entrance is twenty-six feet wide and leads to the 
“ Foyer,” which connects with ladies’ parlors upon one side 
and gentlemen’s smoking rooms and main floors of orches¬ 
tra and dress circle of the auditorium. There is a fine six 
foot stairway as you enter the hall which leads to the upper ' 
floors; upon the south side, and under the stairway, are two 
rooms for managers’ and ticket offices. The door is hand¬ 
somely laid with encaustic tile and the sides finished with 
marble wainscoting extending hack fifty-live feet. The 
ladies’ and gentlemen’s rooms referred to above are each 
about 18x20 feet in size and have closets and all lavatory con¬ 
veniences in connection. 

Ascending to the second floor we find a well lighted suite 
of rooms reached from the main stairway or by a private 
entrance. Here are four rooms for offices, trustees room 
and especially inviting Public Library room 20x55 feet and a 
wing 10x25 feet, which will be one of the most attractive 
rooms for this purpose in the state. 

The third floor finds us sienping from a vestibule into 
the department of the G. A. R. Outside guard room 10x22 
feet; inside guard room 10x14 feet in size, and then enter the 
main hall of the Lemert Post G. A. R. (noticed elsewhere.) 
This hall is thirty-three feet, eight inches by forty-nine feet, 
six inches, with seventeen feet from floor to celling. This 
room will have forty-four incandescent lights besides seven 
places for chandeliers and gas jets. In front is a committee 
room 14x20 feet, relic room 14x20 feet, and connecting with 
the main hall are : Dining room 20x40 feet, kitchen 18x20 
feet and pantry 0x10 feet in size. 

On each ttoor are toilet rooms for ladies and gentlemen 
and throughout the building the most perfect system of pipes 
are laid tor supplying water, carrying off impurities and 
insuring the highest sanitary effect. 

The management of the Memorial building and Memo¬ 
rial Opera Temple is in the hands of Mr. A. H. Pierson and 
Mr. r. H. Spencer, of the AMmcuir. For reliability and effi- 
ciencey no better selection could have been made. 


¥ EX 1 (JAN WAR VETERANS.—When you talk of War 
\ eterans the general idea embraces soldiers of our late 
civil war, forgetting that we have among us veterans of 
a war filteen years prior to the commencement of our civil 
war. In ’846, for service in Mexico, three companies were 
raised in this county, one mounted, under command of Capt. 
John l. Duncan, and two infantry companies, commanded 
by Capt. Richard Stadden, in all 250 men. The survivors of 
this war are Capt. as. H. Smith, (the only commissioned 
officer living) Byron Stansbury, (the only rankihg non-com¬ 
missioned officer) Serg. Dan. C. Darlington, Samuel G. Ham¬ 
ilton, (veteran of both wars) Agusius Mj Stewart, George B. 
Jones, Hugh Ronan, Janies Farley, Henry Fleming, John 
Sfeasel and Warren Green. Those living in this county who 
enlisted elsewhere, are Elias Dew and Leonard Stelzer.

on independence Day, l 8 o->, there came to this city from 
the Fast, a young man, with limited means, but bringing to 
his aid some years of experience as a practical and skillful 
founder, he secured employment in the shops operated here 
and elsewhere up to 1805, when he commenced business on 
his own oceount, in a comparatively small way.

He was 
afterwards in the boot and shoe trade at Bloomington. Ilk, 
and after disposing of his business there, returned to Colum¬ 
bus and was instrumental in interesting capitalists in the 
organization of the bank of Sparrow, Hines & Co., which 
bank he managed for about two years, resigning on account 
of his health.
